from  Len  Plasto 

Recent  articles  by  Committeeman 
Jim  Comans  on  system  betting  methods 
aroused  considerable  interest  amongst 
members,  and  their  wives  and  families, 
too. 

On  the  same  theme  popular  owner 
and  Tattersairs  Club  identity  Len 
Plasto  has  sent  us  a  clipping  from 
England's  "The  Director"  which  Len 
considers  may  be  of  interest. 

The  article  is  contributed  by 
Michael  Thompson  —  Noel  in  his 
critique  of  a  recent  publication  on  how 
to  win  at  the  races,  and  would  appear 
to  be  based  entirely  on  English 
experiences.  It  reads  as  follows:— 

"Gaming 

In  search  of  a  system 

Girolamo  Cardano  —  physician, 
mathematician  and  notable  eccentric  — 
was  born  in  Pavia  in  1501,  died 
insane  at  the  age  of  75,  and  left  a 
large  number  of  manuscripts  behind 
him,  including  The  Book  of  Games  of 
Chance. 

The  work  was  a  scrapbook  of  the 
moral,  historical,  practical  and 
arithmetical  aspects  of  gambling  in 
which  Cardano  warned  his  readers  that 
if  they  must  gamble  at  all,  they 
should  gamble  for  small  stakes  and 
choose  opponents  of  a  'suitable  station 
in  life'. 

He  also  cautioned  against  cheats 
who  used  mirrors  in  their  rings  to 
reflect  the  playing  surfaces  of  cards. 

Yet  shuffled  into  the  midst  of 
these  trivia  was  a  passage  of  great 
power  and  simplicity  which  amounted 
to  the  first  expression  of  the 


from  which  stems  the  statistical 
edifices  of  modern  science. 

Discussing  the  'cast  of  one  dice'  , 
Cardano  wrote:  "One  half  the  total 
number  of  faces  always  represent 
equality;  thus  the  chances  are  equal 
that  a  given  point  will  turn  up  in 
three  throws,  for  the  total  circuit  is 
completed  in  six. ..the  wagers  therefore 
are  laid  in  accordance  with  this  equality 
if  the  dice  is  honest". 

Knowledge  of  how  to  calculate  a 
probability  somehow  percolated 
amongst  mathematicians  of  the  16th 
century,  and  by  1654  the  Chevalier 
de  Mere  was  calling  on  Pascal  to  solve 
dicing  conundrums. 

Strange  to  say,  however,  many  of 
the  fruits  of  this  early  work,  and  of 
subsequent  investigations  of  the  laws  of 
probability,  appear  entirely  lost  to 
most  20th  century  commentators. 

The  latest  publication  to  come  my 
way  concerns  not  gaming  but  horse¬ 
racing  and  is  called  Win  at  Flat  Racing 
with  the  Expert.  (Edited  by  Andrew 
Ewart). 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
margin  against  which  punters  are 
currently  betting  is  as  high  as  20  per 
cent.  This  is  the  bookmaker's  gross 
deduction  from  stakes.  Put  another 
way,  the  average  odds  of  all  winning 
horses  are  4—5  on.  This  is,  of  course, 
an  insuperable  handicap;  yet  Mr. 
Ewart's  book  (one  imagines  unwittingly) 
manages  to  perpetuate  most  of  the 
myths  with  which  betting  is  dogged. 

At  one  point  it  states:  "Bookmakers 
are  well  aware  that  anyone  who  is 
singleminded  or  disciplined  enough

Familiar  figure  of  Tattersall's  Third 
Floor  activities  is  Andrew  John 
Wei  inski  who  with  Ken  Tubman 
became  world  wide  identities  by 
winning  the  1974  World  Cup  Rally, 
from  London  to  Munich  via  Sahara  and 
Russia,  a  total  of  12,544  miles. 

In  1907  the  French  newspaper  Le 
Matin  organised  the  first  important 
motor  car  rally. 

Five  cars  left  Peking  and  struggled 
over  a  course  of  7,000  miles  back 
home  to  Paris.  The  winner  was 
Prince  Borghesi,  and  it  took  him 
precisely  two  months,  and  it  is  reported 
that  his  prize  was  a  bottle  of 
champagne. 

Possibly  the  most  romantic  rally 
is  the  Monte  Carlo  which  was  first 
run  in  1911. 

In  recent  years  there  have  been 
three  significant  rallies,  London  to 
Sydney  Marathon,  with  which  the 
late  Sir  Frank  Packer  was  associated, 
and  then  the  World  Cup  Rally  of 
1970  and  again  1974. 

Andre  Welinski  participated  in  all 
three. 

The  history  of  the  World  Cup  Rally 
is  not  generally  known  in  Australia 
even  though  we  are  the  1974  winners. 

Andre  relates  how  it  was  first 
envisaged  by  Wylton  Dickson  in  1969. 

His  thoughts  embraced  a  rally, 
rougher  and  tougher  than  the  London  — 
Sydney,  that  would  tie  together  two 
sports  with  wide  and  enthusiastic 
support  —  soccer  football  and  motor 
sport. 

Neither  a  rallyist,  nor  a  footballer, 
but  a  keen  promotionalist,  Dickson 
devised  the  World  Cup  Rally,  designed 
to  run  every  four  years  from  Wembley, 
England,  the  heart  of  world  soccer 
football,  to  the  scene  of  the  next 
World  Cup  Football  series. 

And  so  in  1970,  the  first  World 
Cup  Rally  was  run  from  Wembley 
Stadium,  London,  to  Aztec  Stadium, 
Mexico  City,  over  more  than  16,200 
miles  in  Europe  and  South  and  Central 
America. 

Ninety  eight  cars  started  and  twenty 
three  finished. 

With  veteran  rallyist  Ken  Tubman 
as  skipper,  and  Andre,  they  finished 
11th  overall,  7th  in  their  class,  and 
3rd  amongst  the  private  owners. 

Ken  and  Andre  also  won  the  award 


for  Unselfish  Sportsmanship  when 
they  sacrificed  their  position  and 
additional  prize  money  by  going  to 
the  aid  of  car  43,  driven  by  Andrew 
Cowan,  when  it  crashed  in  the  Andes. 

Though  extremely  reticent  about 
his  exploits  Andre  told  of  some  of 
his  experiences. 

“In  1968  during  the  London  to 
Sydney  Marathon  a  well  known  Sydney 
doctor,  who  was  also  a  competitor,  and 
myself,  both  became  hopelessly  lost 
south  of  Meshad  in  Iran.  During  the 
night  we  met  each  other  three  times 
in  the  desert,  and  each  time,  both 
being  convinced  each  was  in  the  right 
direction,  passed  each  other,  having 
heated  arguments  as  to  the  rightness 
or  wrongness  of  the  direction''. 

“In  1970  during  the  London  to 
Mexico  Rally  we  stopped  to  rescue 
Andrew  Cowan",  recalls  Andre.  “It 
was  early  in  the  morning  and  the  man 
himself  had  a  broken  neck  and  was 
lying  on  the  road  in  a  bad  state  of 
shock.  A  bus  load  of  Argentinean 
rubber  necks  stopped,  Andrew  asked 
me  to  get  rid  of  them.  You  should  have 
seen  me  with  a  big  rope  herding  a 
large  number  of  sightseers  back  into 
the  bus  under  a  hail  of  stones  being 
thrown  by  yours  truly.  The  things 
one  does  for  one's  friends  in  the 
Rally",  said  Andre  whimsically. 

In  the  1974  epic  19  cars  and  70% 


Sahara  desert. 

Continues  Andre  “When  Tubby  and 
I  reached  the  furthermost  point  in 
Kano  after  crossing  the  great  Sahara 
Desert  we  sat  there  clutching  our 
beers  and  Tubby  said  to  me  “Listen, 
if  we  were  not  the  leaders  would  we 
have  gone  down?",  and  I  said  to  him 
“Well,  what  do  you  think?"  and  in 
unison  we  both  said  “No  way  in  the 
world". 

Andre  was  born  on  26th  February, 
1932,  in  Poland. 

Fie  spent  his  youth  in  Poland  under 
Russian  and  German  occupation. 

In  1946  he  found  himself  with  the 
surviving  members  of  his  family  in 
Paris  where  he  attended  College  St. 
Barbe  until  1949. 

Andre  came  to  Australia  in  1949 
where  he  tried  his  hand  at  many  things. 

From  1956  until  1966,  with  his  late 
uncle  Jaroslaw  Jablonski  they  built  up 
a  group  of  real  estate  companies  and 
after  his  uncle's  death  in  1966  Andre 
took  over  the  management  of  the 
business. 

Fie  is  married  with  three  boys,  8,  7 
and  5  and  resides  at  Seaforth. 

Concluded  Andre  “I  am  a  keen  skier, 
mediocre  sailor,  lousy  golfer,  and 
occasionally  an  enthusiastic  rally 
driver".

to  follow  a  sensible  system  of  betting 
unswervingly  through  the  worst  losing 
runs  will  win  money  in  the  end",  a 
claim  which  appears  to  invoke  the 
Law  of  Large  Numbers  without  any 
parallel  discussion  of  the  unfathomable 
capital  required. 

Racing,  even  more  than  roulette, 
is  beset  by  'infallible'  systems,  and  to 
its  credit  the  book  shows  why  they 
fail.  But  much  of  its  reasoning  left  me 
confused. 

"For  example",  it  states,  "there 
are  two  kinds  of  punters  who  back 
horses  with  412  as  the  last  three 
(form  numbers)  even  before  their 
names.  One  kind  explains  that  the 
total  of  these  digits  is  seven  and  seven 
is  his  (or  her)  lucky  number.  That  way 
madness  lies.  The  other  works  it  out 
that  the  horse  has  improved  from 
fourth  place  (4)  to  a  win  (1),  still  ran 
well  to  be  a  second.
